REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In claims 4 and 7 of the applied reference, Nyssen et al. (US Pat. 5,260,003), the reference numeral "30" appears after the 
term "Laval Nozzle(s)". However, the specification does not refer to this element as a Laval Nozzle, but rather simply a "slot". It is 
noted that the specification refers to element 31 as part of the Laval Nozzle. Accordingly, it appears that the reference numeral (30) 
in claims 4 and 7 is a typo and should be element 31. In view of such interpretation, applicant's argument is persuasive as element 30, 
a slot which is located below the spin hole, is not a Laval Nozzle.
